He assailed 
O'Leary's method of examining 
and said O'Reilly had been “in- 
sulted browbeaten and angered” 
by the prosecutor.

Yo Seck Truth, Justice Says. 


“There is going to be every hon- 
est effort made to bring out the 
truth in this matter,” the Justice 
said, adding that he had not no- 
ticed O’Leary’s questioning was im- 
proper. He again sustained the 
objection to the question, however, 
Denial that he had ever ap- 
proached Juror J. Kidwell was 
made by O'Reilly. After repeated 
attempts to get O’Reilly to tell 
more about his shadowing activi- 
ties had failed and the trial Judge 
had admonished him to hurry with 
his case, Assistant District Attorney 
O'Leary asked O'Reilly point blank: 

“Mr. O'Reilly, do you ever ap- 
proach Juror Kidwell?” “*Posi- 
tively not,” replied O’Reilly. 
“Did Juror Kidwell ever talk to 
you?" “Positively not.” 


Admits Talking to Parents. 


O'Reilly had admitted that he 
talked with Kidwell’s mother and 
father. the former at her home, 
and the latter at his barber shop. 
He said the reasen for his visit to 
Kidwell’s home was to ask if a bar- 
ber named Kidwell Hved there.

Hearst, who is a big, hulking, 
horse-faced man, with a somewhat 
squeaky voice, was the first wit- 
ness.

Turns Over Documents. 

Hearst identified himself as the 
owner of 26 newspapers. and said 
the series of the Mexican “docu- 
ments” had appeared in all of 
them. In answer to a question, he 
said he had the documents and was 
ready to produce them. He hand- 
ed over a stack of papers about 
four inches high, which included, 
he said, all the “documents” in his 
possession, including some _ that 
have not been published. The first 
of ther were obtained last May, 
and others at different times up to 
the middle of October. 

Asked how he first heard of 
them, he said the information had 
come from a man whose name he 
did not want to give, for the rea- 
son that “he spends most of his 
time in Mexico, and has large 
property holdings there, and it 
might not be safe for him.” How- 
ever, he would give it to the com- 
mittee privately. 


“This man wrote to Edward 
Clark, who manages my mother’s 
estate and has charge of my mines. 
The man said he understood such 
documents were in the archives of 
the Mexican Government, and he 
thought we could get possession of 
them. He thought it could be 
done for a few thousand dollars. 
So I authorized the expenditure 
of $1000 for that purpose. Later, 
as the inquiry broadened, T au- 
thorized that $3000 more be ex- 
pended.”’ 

The three men who conducted 
the enterprise to get possession of 
the papers, Hearst said, were the 
unnamed friend, John Page, the 
writer whose name has appeared 
over the articles, and a Mexican 
named Avila. They were success- 
ful in getting about 10 documents. 
That was last May.

Ambassa- 
dor Morrow extended, on behalf 
of President Calles, an invitation 
to Mrs. Lindbergh to visit Mexi- 
co, 


Lindbergh may remain in Mexico 
for a week or longer. He was not 
certain last night whether he would 
fly back by way of Havana or re- 
turn to Washington direct. He has 
made no definite plans, 


Some time during the flyer’s stay 
President Calles intends to pro- 
claim “Lindbergh day” with a 
great popular festival at the Mex- 
ico City stadium. Lindbergh will 
be invited to appear there to re- 
ceive a trophy from the Mexican 
air force and also to give the peo- 
ple an opportunity to see him. 


President Coolidge’s message to 
Lindbergh was received at the Em- 
bassy last night. It was as follows: 

“The people of the United States 
are proud to applaud the succcss- 
ful culmination of another of your 
courageous ventures. I wish te 
add my hearty congratulations to 
you in being the first to fly with- 
out a stop between the capitals of 
the two neighbor republics.

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NO PROYISION FOR 
FINANCING INITIATIVE 


Chairman Matthews Is Au- 
thorized to Appoint Com- 
mittee ‘“‘to Inform the 
People.” 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 15, — 
A division of the increasing senti- 
ment in Missouri for an additional 
State road bond issue, to hasten 
completion of the State highway 
system and provide for necessary 
changes and extensions, appeared 
almost inevitable late yesterday, 
when the State Highway Commis- 
sion recommended adoption of a 
$60,000,000 bond proposal. 

This is just one-half of the $120,- 
000,000 bond proposal sponsored 
by the Automobile Club of Missouri 


and numerous civic groups 
throughout the State. 

In this action the Commission 
disregarded pleas of representa- 
tives of the Automobile Club and 
many other organizations, in a 
hearing here Tuesday, that the 
Commission make no specific rec- 
»Ommendations for amounts small- 
er than the $120,000,000 proposal. 
It. was declared the question of 
the amount of bonds to be voted 
was a matter for the people’ of 
the State to determine, as they 
pay the costs, and the $120,000,000 
rroposal was declared economical- 
ly sound, 

Matthews to Pick Contmitteec. 

While making 2 recommenda- 
tion that $60,000,000 in bonds be 
voted, members of the Commis- 
sion admitted no definite arrange- 
ments had been made for financ- 
ing a campaign to place the prop- 
Osition on the ballot of the next 
general election, in November, 
1928, or to gain its approval in 
the election. 

A resolution was passed authors 
izing Chairman C, D. Matthews to 
appoint a committee of citizens 
“To inform the people of this state 
concerning the recommendations 
of the Commission.” No provision 
was included for financing. Mat- 
thews said that would be left to 
the committee selected. 

The Commission is not author- 
ized to expend state funds in cir- 
culation of initiative petitions or a 
campaign to put such a proposi- 
tion over. The Automobile Club 
is baeking the $120,000,000 pro- 
posal and the campaign to put it 
on the ballot through the initia- 
tive. Cost of initiative proposi- 
tion campaigns it the past have 
been estimated at $50,000 and up. 

Would Speed Up Work. 

The commission’s proposal of 
$60,000,000, forecast in the Post- 
Dispatch, covers a lump sum, with- 
out allocating the amount to the 
various purposes outlined in the 
recommendation. 


would be best served by the voting 
of ah additional $60,000,000 .in 
State road bonds,” the commission 
stated in its formal announcement, 
“to be used in speeding up comr 
pletion of the e%isting State high- 
way system, in the construction of 
additional State highways, in the 
widening of the present highways 
in the vicinity of the population 
centers to relieve traffic conges- 
tion, in the making of refunds to 
counties and other civil subdivi- 
sions, and in the construction of 
maintenance of farm to market 
roads.” 

The refugds now due counties 
for roads Built with logal funds 
and taken over as part of the State 
system total approximately $10,- 
000,000. Outside of this amount 
there is no indication of the divi- 
sion to be made of the money un- 
der the commission proposal. 

Support May Be Split. 

If the Automobile Club continues 
to press the $120,000,000 bond pro- 
posal, and there have been indica- 
tions that it would, the support for 
a bond issue proposal in the State 
would be split to some extent by 
the commission’s proposition. 
‘Placing of both propositions on 
the ballot of the 1928 election 
would cause much confusion 
among voters, and members of the 
commission have admitted that 
such a situation might result in 
the defeat of both propositions. 

In the hearing here Tuesday rep- 
resentatives of the Automibile Club 
declared a bond proposition of only 
$60,000,000 probably would be de- 
feated, as it could not provide fully 
for the relief of cdngestion in the 
metropolitan areas, desired by the 
cities; and extensions of the 
system and development of com- 
prehensive system of farm to mar- 
ket feeder roads, desired by rural 
sections of the State. 
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inated the commission while he 
was chairman, and still retains 
considerable influence in road mat- 
ters. He resigned from the com- 
mission about a year ago. 

Reasons advanced by the com- 
mission for its recommendation, in 
the formal statement it issu¢d, 
were as follows: 

“Recent development in traffic 
and the needs of this State as a 
whole have shown that some addi- 
tional State roads are necéssary, 
better to connect the present sys- 
tem, to complete State connections 
and to connect State parr, all for 
the purpose of rendering the State 
system more serviceable to the 
people of the State. 

“The congestion of traffic upon 
some of the State roads in the vi- 
cinity of St. Louis and Kansas City 
has been such as to make impera- 
tive, if adequate traffic facilities 
are to be provided, the widening 
and improvement of such roads, 
and the construction of additional 
roads in such vicinities. Similar 
conditions probably will develop in 
the vicinity of other principal cen- 
ters. 

“There is demand and need in 
this State for the construction of 
farm-to-market roads in each 
county. of the State, and it is the 
judgment of the commission that 
such farm-to-market roads should 
be constructed and maintained by 
this commission as additional 
State highways. 

“Tt appears there is a demand on 
the part of the people of this State 
for a more speedy completion of 
the State road system. 

“After a careful study it is the 
judgment of the commission that 
the interests of the entire State 
would be best served ‘by the voting 
of an additional] $60,000,000 in road 
bonds, to be used in speeding up 
completion of the existing State 
highway system, in the construc- 
tion of additional State highways, 
in the widening of the present 
highways in the vicinity of the 
population centers to relieve traf- 
fic congestion, in the making of re- 
funds to counties, and in the con- 
struction and maintenance of farm- 
to-market roads.” 

Present Levies Sufficient. 

The commission stated an analy- 
sis of the road revenues showed 
that the present levies would be 
adequate to finance an additional 
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$60,000,000 road bond issue, with- 
out handicapping future road im- 
provements. 

The last $5,000,000 in bonds of 
the $60,000,000 issue voted in 1920 
for road building were sold by 
the State this year. Beginning 
in 1928 the State road program 
will be gn a pay as you go basis, 
which would cut construction 
more than 60 per cent, unless more 
bonds are voted.

Like Lindbergh’s flight from Roosevelt Field to Le 
Bourget, like his masterful, errorless flight through- 
out the United States, there was about this one 
esthetic perfection. Lindbergh in the air pleases 
one in somewhat the same sense as does @ work of 
art done by a master.

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PROSPERITY IN NEW ENGLAND. 


Mr. Coolidge said in his last message to Congress 
that “if the people maintain that confidence which 
they are entitled to have in themselves, in -each 
other, and in America, a comfortable prosperity will 
ensue.” :

Following the léad 
of ten Maine plants, the great Amoskeag mills at Man- 
chester, N. H., have just reduced the wages of their 
9000 employes 10 per cent.

THE NEW NAVAL PROGRAM. 


When Mr. Coolidge proposed the naval disarma- 
ment conference at Geneva, the Post-Dispatch ex- 
pressed the opinion that by stirring up the cruiser 
issue with England he had got the United States in 
for a big building program. 

How far-seeing that prediction was is indicated by 
the plans of the general board of the United States 
Navy, just submitted to Congress by Secretary Wil 
bur. It asks that body to authorize 25 light cruis- 
ers, 32 submarines and five air-craft carriers. All 
this to a Congress that in the last session reluctartly 
consented to build three light cruisers, and no doubt 
to bear at length the impressive imprimatur of the 
President who first fought even that simple building 
program and then invited the other maritime Powers 
to join with us in naval disarmament. 

One wonders what Congress will think of this re- 
markable state of affairs. There is no other navy 
that menaces our own. Thanks to the Washington 
Disarmament Conference and the assurance it car- 
ried that we are not trying to dominate the Pacific, 
we are on good terms with Japan. The hot words 
that passed between our’ own and the British dele-

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DEMOCRACY AND THEOLOGY, 


From an Article in the Decembér Forum on 
Thomas Jefferson and the Religion of 
America. 


HAT is democracy? More than a 


phrase, more than a philosophy, more 

than a political system. It is some- 
thing pungent and poignant jot the people 
—a vision of the worth of every human 
soul which makes the worth of life. lt may 
be summed up in two propositions—first, 
that the things common to all men. are far 
more important than the things peculiar to 
any man or class; and second, that the most 


“vitally important things must be entrusted 


to the collective experience and sagacity of 
mankind. So defined, it is closely akin to 
the religion whose gospel was the “good 
news of great joy” which the common peo- 
ple heard so gladly on the hillsides of Galll- 
lee, when the Son of Man lodged with the 
fishermen by the sea. 

Put otherwise, it is the faith that soctety 
can safely be founded on the self-directing 
power of personality, and that it 1s only on 
this foundation that a true community can 
be built. Fortunately our fathers kept their 
theology and their politics apart, seeming- 
ly unaware of the conflict between ther. 
That is, they reversed the theological teach- 
ing of ageS and risked the fate of a repub- 
lic upon the inherent divinity of man; and 
our history thus far down the ways of time 
has justified their faith. Such an idea, if 
thought through, means an appeal to ex- 
perience—to the living and continuing rev- 
elation of God—as the basis of religious 
faith, no less than of political truth. 

Always, by the creative logic of experi- 
ence, a new faith in man implies and in- 
volves a new Vision of God. We worship tn 
the presence of an Eternal Father, who 1s 
always and everywhere accessible to the 
humblest man. The logic of the American 
idea leads to faith in a Divine Love, unt- 
versal, impartial, and everlasting. If the 
faith of the religion of democracy is the 
Fatherhood of God, its service is the broth- 
erhood of man. 

Such is the spiritual meaning of the 
American ideal, however, far we may fall 
below it, defaming it by exclusiveness or 
defiling it by our unworthiness, To that 
ideal we are pledge” by the very genius 
of our history, by the revelation of God in 
our national experience, and we fulfil it in 
the measure that we weld this vast medley 
of peoples into a Beloved Community— 
many races without rancor. many faiths 
without feud. Hitherto, we must admit, the 
peoples that have been notably creative in 
religious thought have been infertile in 
democratic ideas, and democracies have 
been deficient in spiritua’ creativeness. 
What the future of America will reveal re- 
mains to be disclosed, and its history will 
be its judgment.

HOUSE OF LORDS OK'S 
REVISED PRAYER BOOK 


Adopts Motion to Submit It to 
King for Approval—Com- 
mons Yet to Act. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Dec. 15.—The revised 


prayer book of the Church of En- 
gland last night was approved by 
the House of Lords, 241 to 88 The 
House 2»: Commons has yet to pass 
on the revision. 

The action took the form of ac- 
ceptance of the motion of the 
Archbishon of Canterbury, that the 


revised prayer book be submitted 
to His Majesty for royal approval. 
It followed three days of debate, 
in which was stressed the potential 
effect of adoption of the revision 
upon reunion of the churches. Be- 
cause of the unusually large num- 
ber of voters, the division required 
20 minutes. 

The Bishop of Durham expressed 
the opinion that rejection of the 
book, 'tf concurred in by the Church 
of England, would work irrepur- 
able harm to reunion, whereas 
legalization would lay the founda- 
tions for restoration of church dis- 
cipline. 

Lord Cushendun contended that 
the new book restored doctrines 
which it was the main purpose of 
the reformation to repudiate, and 
that adoption would be followed 
by bitter strife in every parish, 
killing all hope of reunion. 

Right Honorable Viscount Cave 
suggested that too much attention | 
was being paid to differences be- 
tween the two books and too little 
to their essential similarities, and 
added that no word or phrase in 
the new book conflicted with the 
Protestant faith. 

The Bishop of Norwich described 
the measure as an extravagant use 
of an enabling act. The revision 
was “an ecelesiastical movement 
with slender foots among the 
laity,” he insisted and he advised 
the church assembly not to pro- 
ceed on this “very slender au- 
thority” until the assembly had a 
better hold on the country. If |

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Birmingham Denies He Was 
Present at Holdup and 
Murder of George Schou. 


Instead of the insanity defense 
which the State had expected, an 
alibi was offered today by Maurice 
Birmingham, on triai before Cir- 
cuit Judge Rosskopf for the mur- | 
der of George Schou, an clderly 
tailor. The Beath penalty is asked 
in his case. 

B’ -mingham, who is represented 
by Attorney Verne R. C. Lacy and 
Joseph Linders, denied having been 
at the scene of the holdup aad 
murder on the night when it oc- 
curred, Nov. 17, 1926. He denied 
having made a confession while 
held at the East St. Louis Police 
Station, and said the paper to ‘hat 
effect which he signed was -epre- 
sented to him as being a waiver of 
requisition papers for his return to 
St. Loufs. 

Denies Knowing Yeager. 
Although three eyewitnesses of 
the robery have testified tpat 
Birmingham conducted it, the de- 
i f-ndant said that on that night he 
was in Witte’s saloon in Venice, IIL. 
remaining there from 9 a. m. to 
12:30 a, m. He denied knowing 
Leonard Yeager, who testified last 
March that Birmingham took him 
to the scene of the robbery, and 
compelled him, Yeager, to aid in it. 
Two witnesses testified this 
afternoon in support of Birming- 
ham's alibi. Albert L. Ballinger, 
steam shovel operator, of 5032 San 
Francisco avenue, said he played 
ecards with Birmingham the night 
of the killing in the Venice, LL, 
saloon and did not leave him until 
after midnight. Schou was killed 
about 10:45 p. m. Under cross- 
examination by the State, he ad- 
mitted he did not go to see Bir- 
mingham in jail until a month 
after his arrest and then did not 
discuss their presence gether in 
Venice the night of Nov. 17. 

Everett Weeks, carpenter-con- 
tractor, of 1600 South Compton 
avenue, testified he was in the sa- 
loon on South Kingshighway when 
it was held up and Schou slain. 
The two robbers, he said, were. tall- 
er than Birmingham and bore no 
resemblance to him. Weeks added 
that heretofore he had informed 
only his family that he was in the 
place.
